I have  the  honour  to  present  my  7th  Annual  Report 
as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  Keswick  Urban  District 
Council. 

The  report  is  in  similar  form  to  last  year’s  and  it  is 
gratifying  to  note  that  as  the  birth  rate  remains  the  same,  the 
death  rate  has  fallen  by  almost  thirty  per  cent.  This  has 
mainly  been  due  to  a fall  in  deaths  from  cancer,  heart  disease 
and  motor  vehicle  accidents. 

The  second  part  of  the  report  summarises  the  many 
varied,  and,  although  routine,  time  taking,  activities  which 
fall  to  Mr.  Lusher  to  perform,  and  I would  like  to  stress  just 
how  well  these  are  performed  and  record  my  thanks  to  him 
for  his  co-operation  and  willingness  at  all  times. 

To  the  Clerk  and  his  staff,  to  the  Members  of  the  Council 
who  are  always  most  courteous,  I would  express  my  thanks 
for  their  help  and  consideration.

The  Tables  of  Vital  Statistics  are  set  out  below,  showing  birth 
rates,  death  rates  and  rates  for  maternal  and  infantile  mortality. 

Crude  birth  and  death  rates  are  corrected  by  means  of  an  Area 
Comparability  Factor  supplied  each  year  by  the  Registrar  General. 
They  allow  for  varying  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population 
in  different  areas  and  enable  comparisons  to  be  made  with  figures 
for  other  areas. 

This  year  the  factor  for  births  is  1.00  and  for  deaths  0.86.  The 
total  live  births  were  58,  one  less  than  last  year.  This  corresponds 
to  a birth  rate  of  12.6  (12.6  corrected)  compared  with  12.8  in  1959. 
No  births  were  illegitimate.  The  national  birth  rate  is  17  per 
thousand  of  population. 

There  was  one  infant  death  due  to  prematurity  which  represents 
a rate  of  17  per  thousand  live  births,  as  in  1959.  The  national  rate 
is  21.7. 

Deaths  at  all  ages  numbered  65,  a decrease  of  27  on  1959  and 
gives  a death  rate  of  14.1  (12.2  corrected)  per  thousand  of  popula- 
tion compared  with  19.7  (16.9  corrected)  for  1959. 

Cancer  deaths  at  6 were  only  half  of  those  in  1959,  only  one 
being  due  to  lung  cancer.  No  deaths  occurred  from  leukaemia.

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  (TUBERCULOSIS). 

Mantoux  skin  tests  and  B.C.G.  vaccination  was  continued  in  1960,  the 
age  group  concerned  being  those  born  in  1946.  Of  124  children  in  this 
group  attending  schools  in  Keswick  83  were  tested  (a  consent  rate  of  70%) 
and  19  were  found  to  be  positive  reactors,  i.e.  to  have  been  in  contact  with 
tuberculosis  at  some  time  or  other.  The  remaining  64  were  given  B.C.G. 
vaccination  which  was  successful  in  all  cases.  The  19  positive  reactors 
all  had  chest  X-rays  which  were  declared  satisfactory. 

This  figure  of  23%  for  positive  reactors  is  much  the  same  as  last  year 
and  is  about  the  average  for  the  county  as  a whole. 

Of  the  61  children  given  vaccination  the  previous  year,  56  were  re- 
tested to  determine  if  the  immunity  provided  by  the  vaccination  had  been 
maintained,  and  this  was  found  to  be  so.  The  remaining  5 had  left  school 
and  failed  to  avail  themselves  of  this  check. 

POLIOMYELITIS. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  continues  as  in  previous  years,  those  persons 
up  to  the  age  of  40  years  being  eligible.  The  number  having  had  only 
two  injections  has  fallen  from  396  to  152,  whilst  the  number  having  had 
three  (a  complete  course)  has  risen  from  655  to  1,003.

helps  to  prevent  complications  in  vaccinations  performed  later  in  life. 

DIPHTHERIA  & WHOOPING  COUGH. 

These  two  immunisation  procedures  are  usually  combined  now  that 
a successful  mixed  antigen  has  been  produced.  This  cuts  down  the 
number  of  injections  needed  for  a full  course.  During  the  year  55  children 
completed  a full  primary  course  of  Diphtheria  and  61  a full  primary 
course  of  Whooping  Cough  immunisation. 

Also  169  children  were  given  booster  injections  against  diphtheria.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  supply  of  water  from  the  ghylls  was  ample  at  ail  times  in  the  year 
and  no  difficulty  was  experienced  in  maintaining  supplies. 

The  water  in  the  ghylls  is  of  a high  standard  of  purity  and  requires  no 
treatment  except  screening  and  chlorination. 

32  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  analysis  during  the  year,  25  of 
which  were  regarded  by  the  analyst  as  highly  satisfactory. 

The  water  is  soft  in  character  and  lead  pipes  are  not  used  owing  to 
the  liability  of  plumbo  solvency.  Copper  service  pipes  are  used  through- 
out the  district. 

With  the  exception  of  8 houses  at  High  Briery,  where  there  is  a stand- 
pipe. all  premises  have  a piped  supply. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

No  major  extension  of  the  sewerage  system  was  carried  out  but  the 
County  Engineer  continued  with  the  preparations  for  a scheme  for  the 
modernisation  of  the  Works. 

SCAVENGING  AND  REMOVAL  OF  REFUSE 

Two  Karrier  Bantam  refuse  wagons  are  employed  but  one  of  these  is 
used  part  time  on  other  work. 

Very  few  complaints  are  received  and  this  service  is  generally 
satisfactory. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  and  a full  time  attendant 
is  in  charge  of  the  refuse  tip.  A small  bulldozer  is  provided  and  this  is  a 
great  help  in  securing  better  compaction  and  more  effective  covering  of 
the  refuse. 

The  salvage  of  paper  and  cardboard  was  continued  during  the  year 
and  comparative  figures  of  sales  in  the  past  five  years  are  as  follows  : — 

1956.  140  tons  sold  for  £1,042. 

1957.  139  tons  sold  for  £996. 

1958.  160  tons  sold  for  £1,076. 

1959.  152  tons  sold  for  £968. 

1960.  171  tons  sold  for  £1,196. 

In  addition,  scrap  iron,  rags,  woollens,  and  non-ferrous  metals  were 
sold  to  the  value  of  £79.

CARAVAN  SITES 

There  were  three  licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  district  and  these  were 
inspected  on  many  occasions. 


HOUSING 


Eight  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise  during  1960.  No  Council 
houses  were  built  during  the  year. 

Nine  applications  were  made  for  Improvement  Grants  and  Grants 
were  made  in  each  case. 

The  Council  own  a total  of  345  houses  and  have  recently  acquired  20 
small  cottages  which  are  situated  in  the  development  area  behind  Main 
Street.  An  improvement  Grant  was  obtained  for  the  modernisation  of  5 
of  these  cottages.  The  work  was  carried  out  by  direct  labour  and  the 
houses,  being  small  in  area  and  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  town  are  now 
the  most  popular  aged  persons  houses  in  the  district. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES. 

There  were  14  registered  milk  retailers,  six  of  these  being  producers 
and  retailers  in  the  Urban  District. 

5 licences  have  been  issued  for  the  selling  of  Designated  Milk  in  the 
Keswick  Urban  District  during  1960. 

25  milk  samples  were  submitted  to  the  analyst,  22  of  these  samples 
were  satisfactory  and  3 did  not  pass  the  test. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1960,  the  duty  to 
licence  dealers  for  bottling  or  dealing  in  milk  of  any  special  designation 
was  transferred  to  County  Councils. 

Under  a local  arrangement  made  in  this  County,  the  inspection  work 
will  still  be  carried  out  by  the  local  Public  Health  Inspectors. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

There  are  no  slaughter  houses  in  the  Urban  District,  all  meat  is  trans- 
ported from  abattoirs  outside  the  district. 

The  following  is  a brief  summary  of  food  stuffs  for  which  certificates 
of  unsoundness  were  issued  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  : — 

79  lbs.  cooked  meat,  28  tins  cooked  meat,  2 frozen  hams,  13  lbs.  beef,  9 tins 
beef,  6 lbs.  12  oz.  apricots,  102  tins  of  various  foods  and  two  boxes  of  dead 
poultry.  These  food  stuffs  were  removed  by  the  refuse  collectors  and 
buried  at  the  refuse  tip. 

BAKEHOUSES. — There  are  five  in  existence.  As  usual  all  these  premises 

were  periodically  inspected.
